On Tuesday his mother, Mrs. E. Mae Beale*, and his wife, 
Mrs. Mary (Dunkle) Beales, both of West Middle stre e t, re ­ 
ceived letters written by "Bill” on May 29. 
The family has never known where “ Bill” was s in c e 
he left Hawaii several months ago. They believed hr* was on 
Iw'o .lima for a time blit they do not know whether that is 
where he received his fatal w o u n d s . 
S 1/C Beale* was widely known in this community to 
a host of friends as a clerk in the People* Drug store on 
Baltimore street and as an active memlM*r and former presi­ 
dent of the Gettysburg Lions club, which organization he 
served for several years as chairman ot the committee on 
blind work.
